AIR POLLUTION = 
“Close Offending 
Plants” says Council 


Penalties for air pollution should be severe 
enough to fine offenders or close plants down, 
State Health Department officers should in- 
vestigate pollution in Altona and Cr. Doug 
Grant should be a member of the Anti Pollu- 


tion Committee proposed by the Government | 


Altona Council decided last week. 


These decisions were adopt- 
ed after Council had consid- 
ered a letter from Mr. T. J. 
Riley, of Fenfield Street, who 
said that during the last 
12 months hé has from time 
to time conducted a series 
of observations regarding air 
pollution from the chemical 
complex in the Maidstone 
Street-Kororoit Creek Road 
area. 


He listed points resulting 
from his observations and 
suggested some measures 
which he considered would 
help reduce these ‘problems 
of. pollution. % 


His letter is being referred’ 
to the State Health Depart- 
ment for comment. 

Other motions adopted by 
Council were:— 

That the Health Depart- 
ment be asked to carry out 
an independent investigation 
by staffing officers for 24 
hours per day if necessary; 


That concern be expressed 
to the Premier and he be 
asked to make penalties for 
air pollution offences severe 
enough so that offenders can 
be fined pr plants be closed 
down; and 


Because of his outstanding 
work in this field seek to 
have Cr. Doug Grant included 
as a member of the Anti Pol- 
lution Committee proposed 
by the Government. 


Points raised in the letter 
from Mr. Riley were:— 

“The Altona Council Health 
Inspector’s office is to be 
commended for their effarts 
in trying to solve this prob- 
Jem with the minute amount 
of legislative power with 
which you are forced to work. 

“Many ‘Acts of Pollution’ 
occur’ during the evening and 
the week-end whilst the 
Health Inspector's office is 
normally unavailable for the 
registration of complaints. 

“When I pointed this fact 
out to the Health Inspector, 
he rightly suggested that I 
contact the Shift Superinten- 
dent of the firm concerned. 
Therefore, I have contacted 
the Shift Superintendent of 
A.P.C. twice and of A.S.R. 
once, the results were as fol- 
lows :— 

“Médny odours are by their 
nature difficult to describe or 
locate. What often occurs is 
two odours become superim- 
posed upon one another, be- 
tween their respective sour- 
ces and the ratepayers’ 
houses. These odours are 
rarely described correctly 
and therefore never traced 
or eliminated. 

“With the exception of Cr. 
Grant, we are all laymen at- 
tempting to persuade Chemi- 
cal Engineers to do our bid- 
ding and, of course, are not 





‘ having much success. 
. “Might I suggest some 





measures which would help 
reduce these problems of pol- 
lution in our area. 

“An experienced, qualified 
Industrial Chemist, such as 
Mr. Grant be employed full- 
time to co-operate with the 
Health Inspector’s office, to- 
wards reducing the existing 
| pollution levels. 

“The State Health Depart- 
ment, Clean Air Section. be 
advised of all complaints re- 
ceived by the Altona Council. 
so that their expert advice 
might be utihised. ‘ 

“Approaches be made to 
both Federal and State Gov- 
rernmetits to strengthen legis- 
lation which would allow the 
local Councils to prosecute 
offeriding industries. The 
ratepayers of this area rely 
on your Council to ensure 
their healthy existence. Un- 
less future action is more ef- 
fective than that of the past, 
the complaints requested 
from ratepayers by Cr. Grant 
on Tuesday, February 10, 
1970, might also be wasted.” 

Recently the General Man- 
ager of Altona Petrochemical 
Company attended a meeting 
of the Council’s General Pur- 
Pose Committee to discuss 
pollution. 

At this meeting Cr. Grant 
pointed out Council’s concern 
because of the increase in 
the number of complaints in 
recent. months. 





He said Council considered 


Pollution caused by the Com- 


pany was getting worse and 
that its standard could be 
higher. 

A long discussion followed 
during which Mr. Smith 
pointed out the problems as- 
sociated with shutdown of 
the plant for repairs followed 
by a startup. 

The Company had recently 
installed a new flare which 
it was confident would be 
smokeless. In addition, ac- 
tion had been taken by the 
Company to disperse stack 
effluent from. the boilers by 
taking +it- 4 further 65 feet 
which was the maximum for 
safety. 

Furthermore, a detailed 
survey of the plant was being 
carried out at present to 
identify any possible leaks 
and new procedures are being 
évolved which will enable 
leaks to be detected immedi- 
ately. 

It was agreed that the 
main probem was an odour 
which was extremely difficult 
to identify. The Company 
was doing everything possible 
to locate the source. 

Cr. Grant said the Council 
appreciated the efforts of the 
Company in endeavouring to 
track down the problem and 
its action in having modifica- 
tions made to the plant and 
new procedures introduced.

NORTH? 


An Altona North site for an ambulance 
depot was preferable to the one the Council 


has had cvailable for 


a number of years at 


the corner of Linnet and Rankin Streets, the 
Mayor Cr. Pat Burns, reported to Altona 


Council last week. 


A site in close proximity 
to the Lower Yorra Freeway 
was most desirable and 
should give quick access to 
the southern section of Al- 
tona, the Princes Highway, 
the Freeway and the Wil- 
liamstown/ Yarraville area. 


Representatives of the 
Victorian Civil Ambulance 
Service after inspecting the 
district recommend an area 
on the south side of Black- 
shaws Road, more or less 
opposite the W.L.J. Crofts 
Reserve said the Mayor. 


This would be adjacent to 
the residential area which is 
being built there and would 
have quick access to Grieve 
Parade and so south to Al- 





:tona or north to the Freeway. 


Some of the land is 
privately owned, but most of 
it was a former Crown Re- 
serve which is now under the 
control of the Country Roads 
Board for roading purposes 
and should be surplus to re- 
quirements when Blackshaws 
Road links with Grieve Par- 
ade. 


Cr. Burns said it was 
pointed out to him that it is 
the policy of the Ambulance 
Service to expect a Council 
to donate the fand to the 
Service and then assist with 
a donation of about $20,000 
from local sources which is 
then subsidised on two to 
one by the Haspital ond 
Charities Commission for the 
building of the depot.

Dr. J. Leyden Warns 


of Health Hazards 


The number of hepatitis cases was dis- 
turbing, discharge from two drains into the 
sea was nearly pure sewage, sewerage reti- 
culation to the Pier Street shopping area 
should be speeded up and constant vigilance 
is needed on air poliution, said the Medical 
Officer of Health, Dr. John Leyden, in his 
annual report to Altona Council. 


Thirty-one cases of in- 
fectious hepatitis were re- 
ported for 1969. 

Commenting, Dr. Leyden 
said: 

“The incidence of infec- 


tive hepatitis, while not 
reaching alarming propor- 
tions, was disturbing 
enough. 


“Two visits were mode 
to the Altona North Prim- 
ary Schoo! which had a 
high incidence of hepatitis 
in its pupils, 

inspection of the school’s 
toilet facilities and class- 
rooms indicated a _ high 
‘evel of cleanliness and no 
recommendations were 
made. ————— 

“The co-operation of the 
local medical practitioners 
was sought in providing 
prompt notification of cases 
especially in children atten- 
ding this school. 

“With this information 
we hoped ‘to-prevent pupils 
returning to school before 
the attack had subsided. 
This was the only practical 





measure thought neces- 
sary.’ 

Dr. Leyden reported that 
the discharge from the 
Mulga Street and = Civic 
Parade drains at times ap- 
proached the level of pure 
sewage. He said Board of 
Works and Council initiated 
counts indicated this. 

He expressed regret that 
his recommendation to fence 
the easily accessible Mulga 
Street discharge point onto 
the beach had not met with 
success. 

But, he added, increasing 
numbers of domestic con- 
nections to the sewerage 
scheme (providing progress 
continues) will eventually 
Jessen this potent and dan- 
gerous source of pollution. 

However in view of the 
slowness, in some respects, 
of sewerage reticulation, Dr. 
Leyden said he thinks it de- 
sirable that an extra effort 
be made to ensure that at 
least the Altona commercial 
zone is quickly sewered and 
connected to the Board of 
Works system.

2.5 million vehicle trips and one reportable accident every 100,000 
trips reported the City Engineer, Mr. Ralph Simmons, to Altona 


Council. 


He could offer no practi- 
cal suggestion to reduce 
accidents to traffic lights at 
Blackshaws Road or Kororoit 
Creek Road but he has had 
the bottom of light poles 
along the median — strip 
painted white. 


Mr. Simmons presented a 
detailed report on accidents 
in Millers Road over the last 
four years, 


Reported accidents in this 
period were -— 

1966: 50 accidents inctu- 
ding 1 fatal, 


1967: 42 accidents inclu- 
ding 1 fatal. 


1968: 56 accidents inclu- 
ding 3 fatal, 


1969: 52 accidents inclu- 
ding 2 fatal, 


Mr. Simmons commented: 

“On the basis of 11,260 
vehicles in 12 hours, as re- 
corded at the last traffic 
count in March 1969, the 
total number of vehicle-trips 
along Millers Road would be 
approximately 100,000 per 
week, 

“Assuming an average of 
one reportable accident per 
week, this is equivalent to 
one reportable accident per 
100,000 vehicle-trips.’”” 

Of the seven fatal acci- 
dents in the four years two 
involved collision with a 
second vehicle, two with a 
cyclist, one with a pedes- 
trian, one with a train and 
one with a light pole, 

On the basis of two fatal 
accidents per year’in Millers 
Road, this is equivalent to 
one fatal accident per 2.5 
million vehicle trips, said 
Mr. Simmons. 

Damage to traffic lights 
for the four years has aver- 
aged three times each year 


at Blackshaws Road and 
twice at Kororoit Creek 
Road, 


Mr, Simmons said: 

“Some accidents to the 
traffic lights at Blackshaws 
‘Road have been caused by 
semi-trailers and/or trucks 
at night time, 

“As a large number of 
cattle and sheep transport 
trucks turn at this intersec- 
tion it can be expected that

lights are more likely to be 
damaged than if traffic were 
of a lighter nature. 

“No practical sugggestion 
can be offered which wauld 
teduce accidents to the 
traffic lights at either 
Blackshaws Road or Kororoit 
Creek Road.” 

With regards to accidents 
involving light poles, Mr. 
Simmons said most poles that 
have been hit were located 
in the median strip and were 
hit after sunset. 

The bottom of the poles 
have recently been painted 
white so that they are more 
visible at night time. 

Mr. Simmons said he is 
investigating the provision of 
barrier strips in front of the 
poles near openings in the 
median strips,

With the State elections 
imminent, it is believed that 
the elections will be an exer- 
cise in democracy, 


The contrary is emphatic- 
ally the case. 

The worst travesty of de- 
mocracy will be the elections 
for the Victorian Upper 
House — the Legislative 
Council. 

The 18 Legislative Council 
provinces, up to now, have 
the following enrolments of 
people to vote at the 1970 
State Elections: 

Ballarat 60,384; Bendigo 
63,161; Boronia 150,566; 
Doutta Galla 126.921; East 
Yarra 122,898; Gippsland 
86,083; Higginbotham 123,029; 
Melbourne 115,849; Melbourne 
North 113,568; Melbourne 
West 130,348; Monash 126,244; 
Northern 59,875; North-East- 
ern 150,113; South-Western 
95,703; Templesotwe 146,629; 
Western 60,266; North-West-

This table reveals that 
voters in some Legislative 
Council provinces have three 
times the voting power of 
those in other provinces, And 
since the 1967 elections, the 
position has got worse by de- 
clining country enrolments 
and the increase in metro- 
politan enrolments.

There is no logical way by 
which the tag “‘democracy” 
can be applied to a contract 
in which, in effect, some elec- 
tors have three times as 
many voters as other elec- 
tors. 


One of the features of the 
Legislative Council voting 
system is that with an aver- 
age standing of about 38 or 
39% of the vote the A.L.P, 
has nine seats in the Legisla- 
tive Council and with an 
average standing of about 8% 
of the vote the Country Party 
has eight seats in this House. 

In the Legislative Assem- 
bly, the structure has been 
so rigged that results pro- 
duced are utterly dispropor- 
tionate to the votes cast by 
Victorians, 
distended more by the pref- 
erence voting system, which 
the Labor Party is pledged 
to abolish. 

In the 1967 Legislative As- 
sembly elections, the Liberal 
Party with 37.28% of the vote 
won 44 Assembly seats at a 
cost of 12,629 votes per seat 
won. 

The A.L.P. with 38.39% of; 
the vote won 16 seats, a cost 
per seat of 10,462 votes per 
seat won. 

It must also be remember- 
ed that the Country Party 
helped fiddle the system to 
the extent that it could win 
12 seats. 

If any Victorian could 
digest the figures in this 
article and then proceed to 
claim that our Victorian Par- 
liament was in any way 
democratic, then his aberra-

Any plan which would 
halve the road toll was 
worth a lot of consideration, 
said Mr. S. V. Lunch, RACV 
president. 


He was commenting on a 
statement by the chairman 
of the Australian Road 
Sofety Council, Sir James 
Darling. 


Sir James called for 
Stricter action against drink- 
ing drivers, a limit of 70 
mph for cars, and the wear- 
ing of seat belts to be man- 
datory. He said that credit 
should be tougher for young 
drivers to get. 


Sir James also said Vic- 
toria should scrap the give~ 
way-to-the-right rule in favor 
of the major and minor road 
system, and called for traf- 
fic policing to be placed in 
the hands of a_ specially 
trained highway squad 
backed by the Common- 
wealth. 


Mr. Lunch said it was use- 
less making more laws or 
even altering present laws 
if they were not enforced. 


“| would suggest that the 
first thing to practice in the 
tragic road situation we 
have, is to take a note from 
that important book, the 
Bible—the book of human 
noture—that 10 laws only 
were necessary. 


“While | am not sugges- 
ting that we can bring the 
number down to 10, | do 
definitely suggest that hun- 
dreds of laws be abolished 
and practical, streamlined 
Jaws-—low in number, but 
enforced—be substituted. 


“Then of course, it would 
be necessary that these 
laws should be Common- 
wealth-wide, so the motorist 
would not be confused when 
going over State borders.”’ 


Mr. Lunch said that the 
wearing of seat belts could 
not be enforced because the 
citizen doing small trips 
would not use them. 


He agreed that the give- 
way-to-the-right rule should 
be altered in favor of a 
major and minor roads sys- 
tem.

Trial Director Carl_Ken-
